|CEREAL MAP OF 
| ALBERTA IS NOW 
COMPLETED 


The second edition of the cer- 
eal map of Alberta, covering the 
crop areas foreach township, is 
now being issued from the Rail- 
.way Lands Branch of the De- 
partment of the Interior, Ottawa. 


The efforts of the Department Dear Sir:- 


have been for many years direct- 
ed towards placing settlers on 
Dominion lands in the West. 
The lauds available for free 
homesteading from existing lines 
of transportation are now, how- 
ever, approaching exhaustion and 
a question of great present inter- 
est, and. the interest in which 
will increase from year to year is 
“What is being done with the 
land?” The Cereal Map 3» - 
fort to answer th! Pleats 
The-' «9 question. 

- aim is to show graphical- 
ly, and separately as to each, 
the areas under the four leading 
grains in correct proportion to 
ithe whole area and to each other. 
Circles in each township, drawn 

to scale, give at a glance the area 
under each grain, and the colors 
show the variety of grain as fol- 
lows: Red,-spring wheat; dark 
red,-winter wheat; green,-oats; 
yellow,—barley; blue,-flax. An in- 
teresting feature of the map is 
the information with respect to 
the acreage throughout the Prov- 
ince which has been devoted to 
the production of fall wheat. 
The jiformation iocorporated in 
the publication has been furnish- 
ed by the provincial government, 
having been compiled from the 
thrashers’ returns for the province. 

The Statistics of grain pro- 
duction for each grain and from 
the earliest records down to last 
year, are given in a special table; 
these having also been obtaining 
from the records of the provincial 
government, All the usual infor- 
mation, are Grazing Leases, Post 
Offices, Railways. Topography, 
etc., is up to date in every way. 

Copies may be obtained free of 
charge, upon application to the 
Superintendent of Railway Lands 
Department of the Interior, Otta- 
wa.

In both instances prima tacia cases 
lave been established against the 
iailways and it will be up to them t> 
indicate what line they are going t» 
take by way of defence. 

Both cases invelve the serious 
charge of discrimination, In the 
reteral freight tariff iiguiry the a!’ 
jegation is that chere is diserimin- 
tion against Western Canada and in 
juvor of the east. In the Regina 
case the allegation is that the rail- 
\.ays still discriminate against RKe- 
gina jobbers in favor of Winnipes 
jobbers in the matter of rates on tei 
classes of goods carried, 

The postponement of the general 
inquiry by the railway board when it 
met on Monday was due to the illness 
of B. Beatty, the chief counsel of th» 
C.P.R., who is in an hospital and may 
have to go south, and to the fact that 
other counsel for the railways stated 
that they hud net yet had an oppor: 
tunity to fully acquaint themselves 
with the intricate question of rates in 
volved. 

The Regina case was proceeded with 
at some length by M. K. Cowan, K. 
G., counsel ior the Regina Loard of 
Trade, who submitted figures to show 
that the order of the board issued 
some months ago hod not been fully 
complied with by the railways, and 
that serious discrimination still ex 
ists.

i* Thrives In Spite of Wholesale Cap- 
; ture For Centuries, 

The cod is probably the most pro 
life of all sea fish, though its habitat 
does not extend over as large an area 
as other species. The cod is found 


only in northern waters and will live 


and thrive only in certain tempera- 
tures. Some day, owing to the wonder- 
ful asset which Newfoundland pos- 
sesses in her cod fishery, she ts destin- 
ed te be the great fish depot of the 
world, 

It is not alone on the great “banks,” 
many miles off ber const, that cod are 
found in countless millions, but around 
the whole island—on the “ledges” and 
“grounds” off the capes and promon- 
tories that jut into the Atlantic as well 
as on the Labrador coast for a stretch 
of 1,000 miles, 

In these regions you require no 
hatcheries to aid the wonderful fe- 
cundity of nature. Indeed, it is doubt- 
ful if you require any laws or regula- 
tions to protect these fisheries unless 
it be in the shoal waters of the bay. 

Notwithstanding that for 300 years 
the fisheries of these waters have been 
prosecuted by the rival fishermen of 
two hemispheres, the largest catch of 
cod ever taken on the Newfoundland 
and Labrador coasts was that secured 
in 1909, the yield being estimated in 
weight at 1,800,000 quintals, or 201,- 
000,000 pounds, to which may be add- 
ed 200,000 quintals—the quantity local-

A log of wood and a roll of paper are

| applied, so that every line cut on the 
/surface of the die may be impressed 
upon that of the roller as many 
;times as the circumference of the 
‘roller is larger than the area of the 
die. The result is that there are re- 
| produced- on the roller four perfect 
copies of the dle, but copies that are 
reversed. Engravers call these impres- 
sions “positives,” 

The next step is to harden the roller 
in order that it may give the impres- 
| slons once more, this time to the plate 
from which the real printing is to be 
obtained. ‘bis plate, which is also of 
the finest steel, is of a size large 
enough to print a sheet of stamps, 
numbering from 200 to 300, at a single 
impression. Great pressure is brought 
to bear upon the surface of this plate, 
once for each stamp in the subsequent 
sheet, and then the plate is hardened 
lt follows, of course, that such impres. 
sions are “negatives” and tbat the 
prints obtained from them—the stamps 
themselves—are “positives.” 

It should be stated at this point that 
the reason why the printing is done in 
this way tostead of from a single die 
lies in the fact that such enormous 
numbers ef stamps are required. ‘hen, 
too, the printing could not be done from

“incised.” Furthermore, it would not 
be practicable to employ several dies 
or a great number of them engraved. 
The expense would be too great, and 
no two stamps would be absolutely 
alike, 

When the workmen have obtained 
three satisfactory printing plates these 
are fastened to the bed of a speciat 
kind of printing press. Peculiar care is 
exercised in the process of inking. 
Upon tbe starting of the wachinery the 
first plate is inked and wiped automat 
ically until the plate fairly sbines. ‘Ibis 
wiping takes away all the ink except 
that which clings to the lines of the 
200 or 300 engravings. 

The printers lay over the plate a sheet 
of dampened paper, a slight degree of 
heat is applied to the plate in order 
that the ink may “swell,” and then 
more pressure is applied. During all 
this time the second plate bas been re 
ceiving its ink, and subsequently the 
third is brought into action, with the 
resuit that, altbough all three plates 
are ov the same press, egcrl one of 
them ts at a given moment undergoing 
a different process from its fellows. 

When the printed sheets bave been 
properly dried they are sent to a gum- 
ming machine. In this they are passed 
between a dry roller op one side and a 
roller moistenea with mucilage on the 
other. From the rollers they emerge, 
wet side up, on to an endiess web that
